Not merely 
nation-wide, but world-wide publicity was given to a summary of the re¬ 
plies received. At the present moment of international crisis when 
ominous preparations for another great war are being made, it is im¬ 
perative that the voices of clergymen be heard. And so we earnestly 
hope that you will take the few moments required to answer the 
questions which follow. 

Because of the value of discovering the trend of ministers 1 
thinking on economic questions, we are including several questions 
concerning economics and politics. 

As promptly as possible, a summary of the replies to this 
questionnaire will be released to the religious and secular press, 
and a comprehensive analysis made available in a booklet. 



A few weeks hence we plan to publish suggestions for a 
nation-wide series of meetings of ministerial unions and other re¬ 
ligious groups for the purpose of studying a summary of the replies 
to this questionnaire and of formulating a more adequate program of 
action in local communities.

The importance of the P.0.8, loons mors largely in 
my nind all the tine. 1 think most of the members believe 
that the creative springs of all true social reform are found 
In the rellgloua Impulse. Many supposed reforms tend to wander 
off the path of real progress because the religious inpulse la 
weak or distorted. then the 7.0.11. wee first organised, its 
significant function was to focus a heightened religious In¬ 
sight upon the saute problems of human relations growing out of 
the war. lew that its Interests have broadened late other 
areas of conflict, I think Its possibilities ere greeter then 
before. These possibilities, to ne, ere still along the line 
of contributing moral judgment and religious insight into social 
conflict. Other groups are contributing social research, poli¬ 
tical effort, trade union activity and the other resources that 
are a neeassary part of the picture. 1 do not mean that we 
should retire into a eleiatar and merely issue moral pronounce¬ 
ments. I should like to have our membership as a whole much 
more In the thick of things than has been the ease. I feel 
strongly, however, that the f.Q.R. contribution, ae a group , la 
In the realms which I have Indicated above. It is very diffi- 
oult even for devout religious persona to maintain clarity of 
spiritual vision in the midst of conflict and in the face of 
appalling human misery. I think one of our first tasks is to 
help one another and then to make available to ether people the 
heightened moral insight which may be born of our fellowship. 

Tou embody In such large degree just the gualltlee 
which I feel the f.O.R. needs at this time that I hope you will 
feel that this la tba larger opportunity. I think you and 
ssvle would make a arrest team.

I haVe procrastinated In answering the F.O.R. 
questIonaIre to the point where It oould not be considered before 
your historic meeting on the sixteenth of December. For this 
1 apologize. Yet, on the other hand, since reading the articles 
In the Christian Century and the World Tomorrow 1 have a much 
Seek* clearer conviction on this subject of violence than before 
the mooting. 

The questions are well worded but do not quite 
meet my oase, therefore I am writing you a letter. I have 
come to the conclusion that I am in nearer agreement with 
Kirby Page than I am with you. I like J Q hn Bennetts article 
in the December issue of the World Tomorrow. I haye also come 
to the conclusion that in an aotual conflict situation between 
the workers and the owning class I must unhesitatingly take 
the side of the worker. I cannot remain neutral. As to Just what 
part I will take In that struggle I cannot oommlt myself In advance. 


I would say furthermore that I want to be realistic 
In facing the problems which 1 face In a middle olars residential 
community. I have come to the conclusion that the emphasis which 
you people have been leaking only touches our problems Indirectly. 
Y 0 u have been striking out at a decadent capitalism as ap lied 
to producers, basis Industries, Justice for the workers and etc . 
Our problems , for the most part, deal with the consumer. 1 am Just 
waking top to the fact that I must adopt a strategy which will 
adequately meet this sort Of a situation# 1 feel that my emphasis 
should be op consigners cooperatives,Credit Unions and etc. At the 
same time eduoatirtg the people to a philosophy & ich will 
induce them to side ; in with the workers in the case of a conflict 
rather than with the upper class owners . At present I am 
making plans to fight the Westchester Lighting Company, working 
toward a goal of a publiely owned lighting system. Therefore I oan 
stotoy in the F.O.R and continue to make the principles of the 
Fellowship effective in this community. 

I believe 1 oan feel with yo in your intense desire 
to make articulate n strategy which will bring Justice. As a result 
of the ruestionaire I feel that you may bo able to do better work 
outside the Fellowship than as its secretary. This task before r 
so big and comp Her ted that we need effective hands awningx*’ 
w rking, experimenting and gighting on many fronts. Enclosed

My dear Mr. Page: ' 

I am sorry that my reply to your letter is so late. 

I felt, however, that I must inquire if the other members 
of the committee felt that it would be all right if you could 
not be with us on Wednesday, February 14. They were unan¬ 
imous and hearty in wishing to have you lead us on the other 
days, February 15, 16, 17, 18. 

Our plans are as yet very incomplete. We shall, how¬ 
ever, complete them as soon as possible: and we should like 
your suggestions as we proceed, for you have undoubtedly 
had much more experience with such conferences than we have. 

We shall be glad if you can be here Thursday noon op: after¬ 
noon; the last meeting of the conference will probably be 
late Sunday afternoon. One of the most important parts of 
the conference should be a series of personal interviews 
with students. We hope at some time to have a small group 
of professors in different departments in O.S.U. participate 
in a round table discussion on "What My Religion Means to 
Me." We hope to have a large general meeting each evening, 
or once each day, touching different parts of Christian 
living. There will probably be luncheon and dinner groups 
to discuss specific religious problems, and these groups 
will probably want you to sit in with them. We hope to 
have one meeting led by a Catholic, Jew, and Protestant to 
discuss areas in which we can cooperate. I know that this 
is vague, but it will give you some idea of what we want 
and will give you am opportunity to make whatever suggestions 
you care to. I shall keep you informed of future plans. 

As the conference two years ago was on World Peace 
and the one last year on Economic Justice, it is hope of 
the religious councils that this year we may be broaden in 
our emphasis and approach the several areas of the Christian 
life, rather then emphasizing one to the exclusion of the rest.

Sir* 

In view of the happenings of the lest few years we* 

the undersigned citizens of the State of _ 

wish to express to you the following sentiments* 

In the year 17the constitution of the United States 
was adopted* according to its preamble, to"prorate the general 
welfare and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves sad our 
posterity#" We believe the building and Maintaining of families 
and hoses* the education of children, and the general security and 
health of all the people to be the basic things In the general 
welfare# 

Through the surrendering of the organised Industries of 
the country to exploitation for private profit, we have la the past 
few years scan twelve to fifteen millions of breadwinners denied the 
opportunity to work with now accepted tools of production for their 
living and the aalntalaaaee of their fmdLlleef we have seen millions 
of people deprived of homes for which they were honestly trying to 
pay, end for which they could readily have paid. If they had been 
allowed to work In their accepted occupations at their ordinary wages| 
we have seen thousands of sohoels closed for leak of appropriations, 
have seen teachers remain unpaid end school children denied ordinary 
education) we have seen the health of the people deteriorate from 
lack of mad leal ears and fresi undernourishment, end we have seen the 
moral backbone of the people weakened by years of Inactivity and 
inadequate support# 














In all this great calamity relief has been brought only 
by the activities of government, particularly the national 
government; we have seen an attempt to organize Industry for the 
general weal proceed only under pressure from the national govern¬ 
ment , with every Indication that this development will stop once 
the pressure is removed; and even In this attempt we see no assurance 
that the profit motive will not triumph over care for common 
welfare as soon as the present distress Is somewhat relieved* We 
see no Indication whatever that an attempt will be made really to 
provide for the people that comfort and that security which modern 
technology could easily provide; quite on the contrary, we see many 
indications that an attempt will be made to use the present 
retrogression to drive down the standard of living in many callings 
permanently• 

How therefore. In view of this state of affairs, we 

citizens of the state of __ hereby express 

the earnest request that the national government take over and 
operate the basic Industries of the country for the purpose of 
furnishing the people not only all basic necessities, but also those 
wholesome amenities which could be readily supplied; preeminently, 
however, food, clothing, education, health care, and such recreation 
as may be provided by organized national enterprise; and we request 
particularly that the government make the most energetic efforts to 
secure to all citizens decent homes in which to live. In short, we 
request that it develop a system of production, distribution, and 
communication which will make us all sharers In a rich national life 
in the most effective way possible, believing that with the talents and 
the organizations which the government could make available for such a 
task. It could beyond question accomplish this thing* 
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We do not believe that the private profit motive will 
supply ns these things, either abundantly or dependably, and we 
are tired of suffering penury and retrogression In this, the 
richest country on earth* 

We do not demand a regimentation of everybody* We do not 
wish unduly to regiment and nationalize those Industries, like 
farming, which are little more than expanded home activities. Quite 
on the contrary, we wish to reserve for every citizen the greatest 
possible sphere for self-determination and individual life* But we 
wish that those industries which are in the very nature of things 
mass activities should be organized for the common good and not for 
the preeminent benefit of a fortunate few* 

To attain this tiling we address this request to the 
President of our country and hope that he will in very deed sponsor 
our cause and make us sharers in those good things which our country 
could so readily supply.

It pleased me to get your letter of Dec. 29th. I wish could 
talk with you about its contents, hut as I leave for Boston today I shall not 
have time. I am not experienced with a type -writer hut I will do my best 
to cover the points you make in your letter as I am anxious that you get my reply 
before your next issue goes to press so that if you wish you may use any part 
of this letter, and any part of yours to me, which you may think will help 
your readers to a better understanding of this unfortunate matter. 

You criticies my use of the word ” partisan" as applied to the report 
of the Committee of Pour. When w^asked their assicstance it was for one purpose 
only, to help us s ave the business and a3 many of its s ocial policies as pos¬ 
sible. We did not ask them to make a report about us<|~ — . _ 

“ * ~ Before Messrs. Davis and Dougladw, who as you know drew up the 

" agreement", Sherwood and Myers having nothing to do with it except to approve 
it after it was accepted by our Council andour Board of Dir e ctors, had* been with 
us half a day they showed clearly that they were much more interested in making 
certain changes in our capital structure and in our contract with the individual 
stodc-holders than they were in the very difficult problem of saving the business. 
Y/e consehted to the inclusion of this© additional controversal matters although 
most of my associates on the executive staff objected. 

When it w&a clearly proven to every one who understood any tiling 
about the problem of saving the business that the Committee could not help us,* ' 
but on tho contrary, because of their:.: distance,their oval Tefy‘pr^ir ! Tr ^pers55kl 
affairs, and their lack of understanding of the business problems involved* 
were a. danger to o ug .recovery Mid v/easked them to withdraw, they refuse .£ When 
ive insistStniEey first indulged In "threats ancf then nh’Je a report, not" about the 
condition of the business and the problem of saving it, but about our bad conduct 
with reference to them, They were a party to that realtionship and to the coat ro¬ 
ver sy, in fact they be^n the latter* The moment they changed from the capacity 
of advi s ors&Mj^y;hi ch they had been asked to serve to judges of the conduct of 
^ le as a group and of me In particular they were no longer in a posi¬ 

tion to consider impersonally their relations with us. Their statement therefor 
was entirely ex parte. 

My chief per 30 i»K regret in the matter Is with refe rence to Shoiwood. I 
have appreciated his interest ±n In us during the last fifteen years. I am amazed 
that in a few short weeks fas, and entirely without a personal investigation by 
him, but solely because of the reports orSavls and jJflttg Hfgy j aga' I flg ’ W tt tih lam ting 
a&titude of Myers, he changed from generous approval to almost utter condemna¬ 
tion. 

This experience has caused me to return to the attitude I held for a 
Jjreat many years, namely that we should not seek for any assitance from any in- 
victual or any group who give us support on the basis of so called principal. If 
ive get it we shall appreciate it, but i such support is too dangerous, too like¬ 
ly to turnto hate when we do not measure up to the standard which has been set 
flown for us, not by ourselves but by our friends^

Dear Dr. Page: 

Wesley Methodist Church, Detroit, is the second 
oldest Methodist Church in the city. It is way down town 
in the midst of a backwash, and in places approaches the 
condition of a slum area. At the South lies the Mexican 
quarter, and upon that and within easy walking distance 
of the church, the flop house area of Michigan Avenue. 

Under a new leadership, Wesley is attempting to 
solve her own collosal problem and the problem of her 
neighborhood. The new pastor of Wesley, Dr. John E. Zoller, 
is an experienced radio preacher, and so we are using the 
radio very largely in our program. We are on the air over 
W. M. B. C. in daily devotions at 8:30, and for a two hour 
period every Sunday night. We are now adding a half-hour 
on Sunday afternoon to be known as the Wesley Forum Hour. 

It extends from 3:30 to 4:00 o'clock. It is our purpose, 
over this hour, To make a contribution to the civic life 
of the community of a similar character to the contribution 
we are making to its religious and social welfare at the 
church. This broadcast is made from the studio. 

We are informed that you are to be in Detroit on 
the date of February 11, and speaking at Central Methodist 
Church. Could you be induced to give us a twenty-five 
minute talk upon some vital subject at 3:30 P.M., on that 
date? Such a message would have a large hearing throughout 
this area; it would further contribute materially toward 
the maintenance of this historic church on this corner. 

We are relying very strongly on this radio 
publicity of the radio message to build up the membership 
and congregation that we must have if we are to remain a 
permanent part of the Methodist map in Detroit, and a factor 
in this very backward section of Detroit. 

May I hear from you in the near future regarding 
your reaction to this invitation, as I am building up my 
thirteen weeks program?

He has been regional secretary of the stu- 
dent T. M, C, A, for the entire south for several years, and previously 
was regional secretary of the southueet. Hi Is a Hhode scholar, and has 
worked for the 7 in various European countries. Last year he finally 
came around to the pacifist position and announced himself as a couplete 
pacifist. He is radical on race questions, end has courageously prow ted 
several interracial conferences on a basis of complete equality, I regard 
Claud as one of the three ablest student secretaries in the entire country. 

He has an exceptionally keen mind, and 1 think his judgment le more than 
ordinarily sound. He is an effective public speaker, although not bril¬ 
liant. Ha has traveled widely throughout the south, and has very valuable 
aontaots In all sections of that region. He has had very little experience 
in industrial situations, but his own ideas are chiefly socialist, al¬ 
though he is net a party member, and he probably would learn rapidly if he 
were thrust Into the thick of the struggle. 

I do not say that Claud is the man for the job, but I 
certainly think he is the most likely candidate chose name has yet been 
suggested.

In suggesting these titles, I mean 
only to convey to you the type of talk and the general subject 
that we hoped for: you will be best able to put titles to your 
own talks. If this program is to heavy for you to carry, do not 
hesitate to tell us: we made it this full because we felt that 
you would want every possible minute to count. We have .left the 
mornings free, but we have planned to have personal conferences 
between you and individual students during the afternoons when 
there was no meeting. If the schedule is to heavy, would you let 
us know where you would rather lighten it. 

I should like to know when you will arrive on Thursday. I 
wonder if your Wednesday engagement is at a place close enough 
so that you will be here before lunch.

I am unable to tell you how deeply we appreciate your coming 
to us these days.

My dear Kirby: 


You will recall that the question of compul¬ 
sory military training occasioned considerable discus¬ 
sion at DePauw University during the administration of 
President Lemuel H. Murlin. As soon as I assumed the 
duties at DePauw, I made military training elective, 
in accordance with an announcement which you will find 
in the enclosed bulletin. 


I have made a sincere attempt to manifest 
the Christian spirit in this connection and to deal 
fairly with the officers assigned to this work. The en¬ 
rollment has declined steadily. Prom time to time, I 
have been subjected to rather severe attacks from people 
interested in the military and in fact from army officers 
themselves. Last August I received a letter from the 
Commander of the Fifth Corps Area. I enclose a copy of 
it. General Van Moseley gave this letter to the press, 
and for some days there was considerable discussion of 
it. 


I finally decided that I must present the mat¬ 
ter to the Board of Trustees and request them to authorize 
me to withdraw the unit. I did so yesterday, and the 
Board voted, with only two dissenting votes, to grant me 
that authorization. The Board appointed a committee to 
draft a statement for the press in this connection. I en¬ 
close a copy of it. 

During the entire time that the question has 
been debated at DePauw, I have scrupulously refrained 
from asking any support from the church press, since I 
believed we could work the problem out here at DePauw. 

I knew the church press would rally to my support in 
this connection, but I thought it wiser not to call upon 
it, but to work the matter out quietly here. Since the 
Board has taken this action, if you can see your way 
clear to do so, I really think it would be a very wise 
thing to commend the Board of Trustees for this action.

The President of our Board is Mr. Boy 0. West of 
Chicago and its Secretary is Mr. H. H. Hornbrook of 
Indianapolis. In the Board are gentlemen who have very 
strong beliefs in this matter. However, the general 
opinion was that, since DePauw University is an insti¬ 
tution under the auspices of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the University ought to cooperate fully with 
the position of the Church, and this vote is an evidence 
of that position.

Not the 
least good feature of the book is that it lives up to 
its sub-title: An Ethical Survey of Economic and 
Political Forces. It is a book to own, to have at hand, 
and not merely to read.

My dear Mr. Page: 

We are delighted to learn through Dr. Alvin 
0. Goddard that you are to be one of our staff of leaders 
for our Fourth Annual Youth Conference . 

The Conference will be the largest and most out¬ 
standing Conference for Youth and Youth Leaders that has 
ever been held in this territory. 

The Conference comes under my own personal 
direction. Therefore Dr. Goddard has requested me to 
clear with you direct relative to our plans and such in¬ 
formation as you should have prior to your arrival here. 

We desire you to feel perfectly at home in our 
midst and the following rather detailed information, we 
trust will be sufficient so that you will not feel that 
you are "in the dark" as you come to us. 

1. The enclosed publicity folder will give you the 
general information on our tentative set-up and schedule. 

2. The work of this Conference is limited to the one 
major problem, "Youth and World Peace", so that our efforts 
will not spread over an endless range of problems that 
would result in getting little of lasting value accomplished. 

3. We fully expect not less than 300 delegates. 
Intensive publicity and promotion now under way may increase 
this number considerably. 

4. Sectarian lines are set aside, although the 
Christian spirit and purpose will be central. Youth and 
Youth Leaders, regardless of Denomination, will be full 
delegates with equal privileges. 

5. All sessions except the Sunday sessions will be 
held in the Dover Public School building. This will give 
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us excellent auditorium facilities for the major addresses, 
modern class rooms for discussion groups and ample facilities 
for the meals also* 

6. All meetings other than those for discussion groups 
will be open to the public in order to spread the Peace 
message just as far as possible. 

7. Dover, as the capitol of the state and the geograph¬ 
ical center of this territory, seems to be the ideal location 
for this Oonference. 

8. • All local pastors are sympathetic and are cooperat¬ 
ing in the plans very heartily. 

9. It is quite essential to realize that this is 
•'duPont 1 ' territory and that militaristic propaganda here 
has been very free and usual. This is the first organized 
effort of any magnitude to present the pacifist ideals. 

10. All of our leaders will be entertained during their 
stay in Dover at the Wote^. Richardson . Each leader will 
have a private room. Breakfast on Saturday and Sunday 
mornings will be at the hotel. Other meals and the Banquet 
will be with the delegates in the Public School building._ 
This arrangement will permit more freedom of action than if 
entertainment were provided in homes. The leaders will 
also have greater opportunity for such fellowship together 
as they may desire. 

11. We desire to have a brief orientation meeting of 
all leaders at the School building on Friday evening, 

February 23rd, at 6 P. M. sharp. It is important that we 
have this initial fellowship together. Supper will follow 
immediately, with the first Oonference session opening at 
7:30 P. M. 

12. The Oonference will take care of your travel 
expenses and all cost of entertainment. The Registrar. 
will appreciate an itemized statement of expense to be in¬ 
cluded in the financial records of the Oonference. . These 
statements will be cared for at some satisfactory time on 
Saturday. 

13. A check up on train and bus schedules indicates 
that train service will provide the most satisfactory means 
of getting here for Friday night. 

14. If clergy permits are not used for passage, it will 
help us on the matter of expense if the special week-end 
rate of the Pennsylvania Railroad is applied for. Onany 
round-trip ticket good from Friday noon to Monday midnight 

a special rate equivalent to one and a quarter of tne regular 
round trip fare can be secured. 

Further information of importance: 

1. Enclosed is a time table marked to show the best 
train out of New York for satisfactory connections in time 
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for our leaders' meeting. Arrangements will be made to 
meet this train at Dover and to provide transportation to 
the hotel. There is a change of trains with but a brief 
wait at Wilmington. 

2. On Friday night following the address by Harry 
Holmes, each leader will be presented and allowed about 
five minutes to indicate what he will seek to accomplish 
in his discussion group on Saturday. 

Your discussion assignment is 11 The Ec onomic Basis 
of War". For this you will have approximately two nouxH 
on Ss turday morning and one hour in the afternoon. 

On Saturday morning we are counting on you for 
an address to* the delegates and public on "Building the 
Mind and Will to Peace". Approximately forty-five t 
minutes will be at’your disposal at this point. 

On §u£day_mpxniug before the Church Service, there 
will be a "sUffiSEng up"period when each leader will have 
from five to ten minutes to set forth for all the delegates 
the major points from his discussion group. 

At the official morning Church Service of the 
Conference, to be attended by the delegates in a body, 
we are counting on you for the message on "Can Youth Make 
the Church Effective for Peace". You may feel free to 
plan on at least forty-five minutes for this message which 
we desire to be in the nature of an inspirational challenge. 

On gunday night, we have arranged for a mass 
meeting which will be a union service of the churches of 
Dover. This service will not be a part of the Youth Con¬ 
ference but is rather one intended to reach every possible 
church member here. We have selected the theme "QhrJL^." 
tigjiity and War" as an indication of the type of message 
desired. 

Important - Dr. Goddard advises us that you will 
need to get a midnight sleeper to Boston following the 
Sunday evening service. There is a train leaving Wilming¬ 
ton at 10:16 P. M. which goes right through to Boston. 

We can arrange to have the mass meeting at 7 o'clock so 
that we can get you to your train in ample time. 


We trust that we have given sufficient informa¬ 
tion to guide you in your preparation for this great 
Conference. If we have not made ourselves sufficiently 
clear or if there are other matters concerning which you 
would like further word from us, please feel free to raise 
any questions or make such requests as will help you o 
serve our folks better. 

As a veteran of the World War and a worker for 
Peace, I take this opportunity to extend my personal 
greetings and to assure you of a cordial welcome in Dover.

Once again, I have thought long and seriously regarding the 
proposition you put up to me concerning part time work as secretary of 
the Fellowship. Such work would, as a matter of fact, make me very happy, 
but I am afraid that I have no real choice in the matter. You see, I 
teach school five days a week here, and, in addition, I give a half year 
course at Pomona College. On Saturdays it is virtually necessary for me 
to be with the boys in their farm work and I do not feel that I can.do a 
good job here unless I spend a good deal of time in this way. This of 
course is entirely aside from my heavy general administrative duties, as 
well as the task of keeping the school going, financially. Besides all 
this, I give as much time as I possibly can to various movements in this 
region in which I believe, as for example, Workers* Education, the Youth 
Movement, the Labor Movement, the Socialist Party, and a number of Forums 
which are being carried on. 

As a matter of fact, therefore, it would be necessary for me 
to make an out and out choice between my present work and the Fellowship 
job, for I am sure that any combination of the two would be unsatisfactory 
from the standpoint of both of the groups for which I would be working. 

Let me assure you again that I very deeply appreciate your asking me about 
this, and that I have not by any means hastily brushed the matter aside.

We have had and are having a rather interesting experience 
with your two recent books, "The Personality of Jesus" and 
"Living Creatively". 

We began our fall Boble study program with the "Personality 
of Jesus" in three Hi-Y clubs, a Monday noon group of business 
and professional men, largely Directors and Committeemen, a 
group of younger men in industry and a very large downtown 
Sunday morning Men’s Bible Blass.

Dear Dad, Mother and Gay, 

Wellj the Conference on Religion is now history; I only hope that 
it will not be so of its influence. It took a pile of work, but I feel 
certain that it was not in vain, Kirby Page was excellent; I don’t know 
anyone who could have led our conference better. I wish that you might 
have heard him and known him, for The World Tomorrow would mean,so much 
more to you. He is one of the most profoundly religious persons I have 
ever known, and he combines with that a penetrating and inclusive knowledge 
of present day world and community and economic problems. He ate supper 
at our house Saturday, and we had the Adams and Allen Proctor in, too. 

It gave us an excellent chance to become better acquainted with him. I 
felt that I knew him quite well before the week was over, for I was thrown 
him a great deal as I was responsible for most of the arrangements. 

I do not feel that I am overstating it when I say that I have never known 
a man who in great things and small so nearly illustrates for me what Jesus 
would be like in our world. He has a beautiful humility, a deep reverence 
for every person that enables him to treat each one as his brother with 
all considerateness, a consuming passion to relieve human misery and to 
give all the abundant life, an earnestness and sincerity which completely 
disarm even those who disagree with him most heartily, a great fearlessness 
which comes from his faith in the power of the way of love, a clear insight 
and understanding of the causes and cures of human needs, and a rare fellow¬ 
ship and communion with God. 

It was a great inspiration to have him with us and I hope a lot of 
students got as much from him as we did. 

At the last meeting, last night, there were about 550 people which was 
quite encouraging. The other meetings were not quite so well attended. 
Counting dinners, lunches, etc., he spoke 14 times in the four days. One 
has to have a lot to say to do that, and a lot of strength, too. For while 

he was here he spent about 5 hours a day doing editorial work for the World 

Tomorrow. 

We sold 43 copies of his book Living Creatively while he was here and 

about 50 or 55 copies of Individualism and Socialism, his latest book. You 

ought to read these, they are most worth while. 

Sunday noon, when he appeared at the Faculty Club, Dean & Mrs Reeder 
invited the Adams and us to eat dinner at the Faculty Club with them.

I'm too busy to spare the time, but could 
hardly excuse myself from working up a peace meeting now, on the ground of a peace

We Move in New Directions. By Harry A. Overstreet. New Individualism and Socialism. By Kirby Page. New York, 

York, W. W. Norton and Company, Inc., 1933. $3.00. Farrar & Rinehart, Inc.Jil933. $2.50. 



Dr. Overstreet, professor of philosophy at the College 
of the City of New York and author of several popular 
volumes on philosophy and psychology, finds the “com¬ 
ing to birth of a civilization 1 ' by far the “most significant 
event that is occurring today/' This volume presents his 
ideas of the trends this civilization will take. The profit- 
economy will pass away, “because it is not great enough 
for what is great in us." A new conception of the im¬ 
portance of “the fulfillment of the individual" is begin- 
ning to pervade society and even to penetrate politics. 
In order to achieve this end l the new civilization “will 
seek to eliminate the injustice of extreme inequalities of 
income; it will save its youth from the spiritual poverty 
of a mere seeking for self; it will give scope for the ap¬ 
plication of intelligence to the control of child-birth; it 
will socialize its economic processes; and it will interna¬ 
tionalize its world." Professor Overstreet believes that 
such a civilization is being slowly developed, however long 
it may be in coming. 

Much rethinking of what has long been accepted is 
necessary. Yet the social protest which has become an 
important part of our literature shows that “our minds 
have already been turned in directions that are^ true." 
But there are many problems still to be solved. We must 
change our educational system, our science of economics, 
and our legal theory to meet modern conditions. “Our 
deepest task, today," Professor Overstreet finds, is “the 
achievement of an economic and legal philosophy that 
will be adequate to the full demands of a democratic civi¬ 
lization." This will require the reorganization of our 
government. Our political loyalties have always been 
merely separative and have been concerned with particu¬ 
lar territories but these now seem petty. The only genu- 
ine patriotism is that which "defends or advances the 
contributory powers of one's country." 

Finally, the “great intolerances" of institutionalized 
religion, nationalism, class distinctions, and race must be 
done away with. We must develop a leisure of self- 
fulfillment instead of the leisure of escape which is all 
too comon today, and make “life livable wherever it is 
lived." 

In short, there is the "plea among us for a more than 
verbal justice, the plea for a new viewing of the possi¬ 
bilities of life, ... it is a plea that begins to be made 
throughout the world. The spiritual revolution m our 
American thought and institutions is being duplicated 
among civilized peoples everywhere." I M. C 


Mr. Page, with characteristic regard for facts and for 
history, has produced an impressively thorough and well 
documented statement of the case for collectivism as 
against individualistic capitalism. He shows the tangled 
economic and religious roots of laissez-faire and records 
the way in which the doctrine has been used to bolster, 
through land grants, subsidies and other devices, a sys¬ 
tem the net result of which was to nullify the principle 
which it was supposed to preserve. He then shows how 
every effort to relieve the harshness and crudity of the 
competitive system has been opposed by privilege—the 
abolition of slavery, the extension of education, organiza¬ 
tion of labor, workmen's compensation, income and in¬ 
heritance taxes, unemployment insurance and related re¬ 
form measures. Then follows an indictment of the 
present system in terms of its consequences. 

Against this background Mr. Page unfolds the Social¬ 
ist program, of which lie is an ardent protagonist. Com¬ 
munism he repudiates both because of its policy of “vio¬ 
lent seizure of power" and because of its dogmatic 
assurance that the desired results will be attained through 
its strategy. An increase in communist strength in Amer¬ 
ica will lead, he believes, to a fascist reaction, one of the 
menaces of our time. 

The chapter on “Religion and Socialism" contains Mr. 
Page's ethical philosophy in relation to the current debate 
over coercion and non-resistance. Mr. Page's thesis is 
“that the transition from capitalism to socialism may be 
accomplished without warlike revolution if the necessary 
steps, outlined herein, are taken." The class struggle is 
a fact and coercion a practical necessity. While his op¬ 
position to violence is stated in absolutist terms, Ins reli¬ 
ance on non-violent coercion rests on pragmatic grounds: 
“The evidence . . . seems to be conclusive that there is 
only a remote possibility of converting enough property 
owners to make possible the transformation of the pres¬ 
ent economic order by voluntary action from the top; 
with perhaps an even more remote chance that these re¬ 
generated individuals will be able by persuasion to abolish 
the prevailing barbarous exploitation on the part of their 
unredeemed competitors." Mr. Page wilt “under no cir¬ 
cumstances" participate in armed struggle or approve it, 
but if labor follows a course that makes violence inevitable 
he will give the workers his “non-warlike support."
